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THE  ALBERT  CHASE  BOWMAN  COLLECTION 
OF  EARLY  AMERICAN  PEWTER 


The  popularity  of  early  American  pewter  is  nowhere  more  clearly 
manifested  than  in  the  records  of  such  of  our  sales  as  have  con- 
tained examples  of  this  ware.  Such  is  the  esteem  in  which  it  is  held 
today  that  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  marked  specimens  of 
the  work  of  American  pewterers  active  prior  to  the  American  Revo- 
lutionary War,  or  during  the  two  decades  following  it,  are  as 
eagerly  sought  for  today  as  are  the  products  of  their  aristocratic 
contemporaries  who  worked  in  silver.  To  the  Pewter  Collector's 
Club  of  America,  in  which  Mr.  Albert  Chase  Bowman  held  member- 
ship, much  is  due  for  their  efforts  directed  towards  the  advancement 
of  knowledge  of  this  particular  branch  of  Americana.  To  this  body 
belongs  the  credit  for  the  first  national  exhibition  of  pewter  to  be 
held  in  this  country,  which  took  place  in  the  Public  Library  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  November  and  December,  1935.  Another  of  the 
club's  activities  was  the  pewter  exhibit  which  formed  part  of  the 
Harvard  Tercentenary  Exhibition. 

We  believe  this  to  be  the  first  time  that  an  important  collection 
of  marked  American  pewter  has  appeared  at  public  sale  in  New 
York.  The  fact  that  it  represents  a  long  period  of  diligent  and 
painstaking  search  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Bowman  is  evident  to 
anyone  at  all  familiar  with  the  subject.  The  collection  comprises 
upwards  of  four  hundred  pieces,  each  piece  bearing  a  maker's 
'touch',  and  derives  distinction  from  the  large  number  of  pieces  by 
the  so-called  'eight-inch  plate  men'.  The  later,  or  'coffee  pot  era', 
leading  up  to  the  period  which  saw  the  final  extinction  of  the  art,  is 
represented  by  a  variety  of  objects  which  conform  to  our  popular 
conception  of  what  was  considered  fashionable  in  table  ware  ap- 
proximately one  hundred  years  ago.  Aided  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Kerfoot's 
tour  de  force,  and  those  gently  correcting  Notes  by  Louis  G.  Myers, 
the  catalogue  endeavors  to  acquaint  the  reader  with  the  merits  of 
the  individual  pieces  in  the  collection,  with  what  success  we  may 
learn  from  Mr.  Ledlie  I.  Laughlin's  new  book  on  American  pewter.
